The unanimoas and cordial thanks of the meeting were then tendered to the chair- | 
aan for the very efficient manner in which he had discharged his duties, and the 
valuable counse! he had offered in reference to the future management of the mine.

#0 much unanimity was observed as he had witnessed un the present occasion. He 
Was quite sure that, from the increasing importance of this mine, it was likely to be- | 
come as valuable as any !ead mine they had ever possessed in this country.

To men 
who, like himself, were engaged in speculative busi the exp i sym- 
pathy and confidence from an influential and important body of gentlemen, such as 
the Trehane sharebolders, was a source of the deepest gratification and support. 
Moved by such a manifastation of mutuality and reciprocity, notwithstanding the 
present depression of mining affairs, he would do all within the limits of his abilities 
to conserve the interest of those who honoured him with their respect and confidence.

Siz,—The great loss of gold hitherto experienced must be remedied, otherwise but 
few gold mines can be profitably worked. Whenever any material in a body is at- 
tempted to be forced through another much denser than itself, only a partial division 
of the lighter particles can possibly take place. The ordinary modes employed of 
forcing a columa of pulverised auriferous quartz through a quantity of mercury, 
hydrostatic pressure, is attended with the following objections :—The subtie ~~ 
of the mercury, the pressure employed, and the momentary transit of the crushed 
material, causes a distinct passage in the mercury to be formed, consequently compa- 
ratively few of the auriferous particles can have contact withthe mercury. No matter 
how much agitation is effected under the surface of the mercury, if the materia) is in- 
trodured in balk it cannot soon be dixseminated, the specifie quantities as 2 to 14; 
such dissimilar materials cannot be mechanically in rated, so that ome quarter of 
the particles are brought in actual contact, except ent time be allowed, for it 
must be remembered that a continuous stream of the reduced ore is passing through 
the mercury during the whole operation. More particularly does the gold resist ama!- 
gamation if in any degree coated with foreign substances ; it is, therefore, absolute) 
essential that, after the crushing process has been effected, the material should be alk 
triturated or rubbed, which rubbing action removes the impedimentary coating ; this 
applies particalarly to pyrites, taleo-micaceous slate, and ferruginous ores. It may 
then be advantageously submitted to the action of mercury, rendered sensitive by the 
moderate application of heat; this separating proeess is effected by allowing a con.

MINING IN DERBYSHIRE. 

Sin,—I proceed to acquaint you with my remarks on the mines in this part of Derby- 
shire. Having spent nearly three weeks in the district of the High Peak, I have been 
enabled to collect a great variety of information with regard to its local customs, and 
to make my own unbiassed conclusions from the facts which have come under m 

ion. Having been favoured with the company of two of the proprietors, 1 
visited several of the mines formerly in the oceupation of the London company whose 
a have lately endeavoured to deery this district and depreciate its bilities 

the pages of your Journal, prompted most likely by a desire to conceal causes 
of their own miserable failure, and ward off the conclusion which is rendered inevit- 
able by their present highly prosperous condition—that the previous failures of the 
London company were attributable solely to mi ement, and obstinate persistance 
in a line of operations not adapted to thecountry, condemned by al! practical men 

uainted with its peculiarities. 

first visited Redrake, in the midst of meadows, situated near the village of Calver. 
This mine is merely ay adit cut in the side of the hill, cailed here a sough, 
the name Calversough, «s Rake signifies a vein or lode. The lead ore is embedded in 
erystals of lime. Here is a mill for crusbing the ore, ot ene poor samples, 
which is done by buddling, much the same as in Cornwall. lead ore, when

Thisisavery old mine, which has Leen worked in the fashion 
of the country down to the adit level, and when abandoned many years ago was ex- 
ceedingly rich. The proprietors of this and the adjoining sett of Calversough are in 
possession of ts and d ts relative to the old workings, showing its undi- 
minished richness up to the day of its stopping. Recently it has been re-opened, and 
an engine of 30-horse power, capable of being increased to 50, has been erected, which | 
has answered perfectiy well in getting under the water; and a shaft is being sunk, 
whieh will, it is expected, lay open some very rich lodes. The ore of this mine rates 
rather higher than that of Redrake, being about 75 cent., and the mine wil! soon be 
in a condition to make handsome returns for the capital which has been so judiciously 
expended on it by its present proprietors. This sett, in connection with the adjoin- 
ing one of Calversough, would make an admirable field for more extended operations, 
and it is in contemplation to originate an effort for that purpose as soon as the pre- 
sent operations are completed. As wea:vanced up the glen it became narrower, and 
the hills more precipitous. I here saw an instance of the independant manner in 
whieh the miners of this county exercise their rights with relation to the landed pro- 
prietors. An open drain to carry off the surface water has been cut the whole length 
of the glen, defended by a dry wall; which, as well as the land it stands upon, is con- 
sidered the property of the mine proprietors, and is retained by them, without com- 
pensation, so long as mine continues in operation.

The lead ore is 
here found with barytes, and prebably contains some silver, which is known to exist 
in the neighbouring mine, Enterprise. I observed here, too, ad posed toad : 
abounding with pyrites. Enterprise is on the opposite acclivity, and of nearly similar 
character, and on trial the ore was found to contain a considerable portion of silver. 
Both these mines are now paying dividends, which they never did until they came 
into the hands of the present proprietary. 

We next ascended a gully, which brought us to the top of the mountain near the 
Beacon, the site of an ancient encampment, and the scenes of the earliest mining ope- 
rations on record in this partof the country. These works are supposed to have been 
carried on, if not originated, by the Romans, as pigs of lead have been found in the 
old workings bearing the Roman mark. Tae whole scene reminded me strongly of 
the gold diggings at Bendigo Creek, in Australia, and I find that a similar idea has 
occurred to others.

Nor should the ardent 
speculator, who thinks his capital almost useless unless it is invested in some project 
or ad share market to purehase, without any- 
thing more authentic to guide him than a report such as I allude to. The gabbie about 
lodes and levels, and setts and shafts, that encumber professional reports, and catch 
he imagination of the “‘ unlearnea” capitalist, and often leads him astray, may be ef- 
fectually dispensed with, by sending a person qualified to form a correet opinion, and 
interested in giving a faithful account of all he saw ; such an agent would be invalu- 
able; and by such a course of proceeding sha ders would never be kept im the 
dark, or tors in mines led into ruinous expenditure. 

I could point out flashy reports of mines that never sold a ton of ore, and were at 
the time either on the point of peing stopped, or had actually subsided into everlast- 
ing rest. There are famous Audiey Mines, some time ago re-opened by a new 
proprietor, who is said to be a man of experience in mining adventures. This gen- 
tleman commenced his late experimental adventure on a large scale, and congre- 
ted mining agents and eaptains enough to discover all the mineral wealth in the 
ngdom,—but what has he done? Why, after an outlay that made the “natives” 
believe the golden age had come again, it turned out that all the professional infor- 
mation and advice he had procured was deceptive and unreal; and after changing his 
captains and mining agents over and over, his trustees at length stepped in, cad | put 
an end to the humbug by stopping the supplies, and sending those modern 
swivels back to where they had learned their trade of deception and peculation; and
